terrific cyclones over known passed over 
this section, destroying everything within its 
reach. 
Its track is about one-fourth or a 


milo in width. 


Starting at Colomansville, a town about 


two milos southwest of hero, it completely 
destroyed the place, which was of about 3C3 
inhabitants. Tho loss of lifo is not exactly 
known, but is groat, 
No ono escaped with- 


out injury. 
About seventy-five buildings 


wore blown to fragraent-H. Traveling east- 
ward it dcwtro}ped everything in its course, 
carrying stock, barns, dwellings, fences, for- 
ests, etc. 


Reaching Mount Kebo, Ky,, it destroyed 


every hoaao and occasioned a. graat loss of 
lifo and property. Stock of all kinds was 
soon flying through tho air. 


Still onward bound, tbo storm with greater 


forcostruck Conroy, Ky., taaring down every 
building. This placo suiTorod greatly. 


Going thence to Antionh, Ky., it is impos- 


sible to ascertain whether a town ever stood 
there or not. 


Babes wyre blown from thoir mother's 


arms and killed.

work in the morning havo not yet returned 
to thoir families Two childi'on supposed to

cellar and rescued. Bodies of dead persons 
wero found strewn along the roads.

eon bill did not show tho full strength ol tho 
opposition, and that many moro would join 
tho Randall wing before a voto is reached. 
"Iniuyviowof it,".said Mr. Converse, "tho 
uioro tho bill is amended tho moro friends it 
will lose, and tho moro it is discussed tho 
faitbor from its passago we drift. Tho re- 
sult of tho caucus adds a complete victory to 
tho scoro of Randall and tho othor pro- 
tectionists." 


Mr. Holuiau, of Indiana, said that tho 


amendment reducing tho tiix ou fruit brandy 
was for tho purposo of catching votes from 
brandy producing states, but that it could 
not bo passed.
